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C?"I"n>f. llolyoke's lec'nre at the Mabonic Tern] le 
last night was hoard with deep and lively interest. 
It was characterized by ijreat force and beauty of 
language, a:.d, for the most part, by striking just- 
ness of thought. We think the Professor's admira- 
ti 1 for I!u.kin altogether too high, but, as we have 
intimated before, thi* error, if it is one, is practically 
torrected by his own line, uncorrupted sense of *rt. 

Conceiving, as we do. that it is precisely in the 
fundamental j riuciples of Art that Kuskin is most 
grievously at fault, we can by no means subscribe 
t i the opinion, expressed by Prof. Ilohoke, that all 
just thinking ia relation to the grounds of Art mu.-t 
coincide with that of the brilliant Oxford critic. We 
<Us-ent from this opiuion entirely. Yet, as we have 
hinted, the Professor is as true in practice as v.e 
think he is false in theory. It is really a matter of 
c< mnsratively little moment what or how a man 
••*dows" *hJ W so well. 

The lecturer's remarks on the religious aspect of 
Art were not only forcil.le and appropriate, but ex- 
ceedingly fervent and beautiful. They displayed, 
moreover, a noble imight into the subtler experi- 
ences of the human soul. His critical suggestions 
with respect to American Ait, and particularly 
American Architecture, richly merit the thoughtful 
attention < f our people. 

Prof. Holyoke's reading of the loss of '-little 
Emily," from "Copperfield," and of Tennyson's 
Ciiarge at Balaklava, with which he concluded the 
evening, excited loud and warm applause. The for- 
mer reading was sspecially excellent. We don't 
think that any perfection of elocution could make 
much of Tennyson's poem.

M A3HIXGTON, Jan. 28. 

S h'ite. — Mr. Foote introduced a proposition as an 
amendment to Mr. Davis's Pacific railroad bill in 
case that a mrjonty of the select committee shall 
fail to agree to the latter biil. It had his concur- 
rence 111 the committee, but, if it was defeated, he 
wished to add a clause for a Northern route to the 
bill of Mr. Davis. 

.Mr. Davis said his bill did not specify any route. 

Mr. Foote rema-ked that he did not intend it as 
antagonistic to Mr. Davis's bill, but as additional, 
so as to have two route>— .1 Northern and a South- 
ern. 

Mr. Slidell, from the Select Committee appointed 
to consider the banking system in the District of 
Columbia, reported a bill to prohibit the issue of 
bank notes by corporation*, associations, or individ- 
uals, and to prevent bank notes from being issued 
within the District of Colombia by any corporation 
located bevond its limits of a less denomination 
than $50. 

The bill was made a special order for the second 
Tuerd.iy in reWruary. 

Mr. Slidell aLo reported a resolution that the 
connni'tee deem it inexpedient to authoriz'j the es- 
tablishment either bv general or special laws a bank 
of issue within the District of Columbia. 

On motion of Mr. Ham din a resolution was adop- 
ted instructing the Committee on Commerce to in- 
quire into the expediency of repealing the law cre- 
ating a light-house board. 

Mr. Hale, alluding to an editorial in the Union on 
his estimate of the expenses of the army, read from 
official documents to substantiate his statements. 

Mr. Davis said that the Senator fell into the error 
of charging everything to the expenses of the army 
which was expeeded for fortifications. These form- 
ed no part of the expenses of the army any more 
than the capitol extension or the Washington aque- 
duct. 

The bill to increase the army was taken up. 

Mr. Toombs said there was no necessity for the 
passage of the bill on account of Indian hostilities, 
for there bad not been an embodiment of Indians 
within the country for twenty-five years past which 
was capable of fighting two thousand men. With 
regard to the Mormon troubles, he deemed it ridic- 
ulous to suppose that Brigham Young wad ab'e to 
compete with three thousand United States troops.

Mr. Fooaandea aaM he did not call it rebellion, 
which must be an overt act, and this was a mere 
civil arrangement for their own convenience.

Mr. Toombs, in alluding to the remarks of Mr.

Experience and history for centu- 
ries had demonstrated that order maintained by reg- 
ular soldiers was despotism, and peace only so main- 
tained was the cemetery of liberty. He would not 
maintain peace in Kansas on such terms nor have 
order there at such cost. If freemen could not main- 
tain peace and order among themselves, they were 
unworthy the exercise of self-government and were 
not fit to be freemen. A regular armv had always 
been the instrument of despotism. There was not 
a despotic government in Euiope to day which 
could stand ninety days without it. He earnestly 
expressed his opposition to a regular soldiery except 
so far as actually necessary for the common defence. 

The hour having arrived for the consideration of 
the special order of the day, the Paulding medal 
question was taken up. 

Mr. Pearce, in the course of his remarks, said 
that a grand jury in New Orleans, by writing "ig- 
noramus" on a bill of indictment against Walker, 
had by that word expressed its own character. He 
seconded Paulding entirely and justified his conduct. 
If he committed an error at all, it was not a grave 
error, but the smallest fractional part of an error.

The voters of Kansas had not 
had a fair opportunity to decide for themselves a 
constitution under whVhtbey are to live. What! 
vote for a constitu'ion which they never had an op- 
portunity to endor e. This was'a quest iiei of prin- 
ciple, not power. He was sorry to perceive it to lie 
the intention of a prrty in this house t<> deprive the 
people of their inestimable rights. 

Mr. Cnaain'a reviewed the financial policy of the 
Administration, showing the inconsistences Mtween 
the President and S-.-cretary of the Treisurv on tint 
subject. He contended that the applic uion of the 
bankrupt law to l tcal banks as racommen bd by the 
Executive, would be fraught with disastrous resul s 
to the industry of the country. It was for the peo- 
ple of the rotate, aid not Congress, to regulate these 
taaiMiiilniia 

Mr. Hickman, a Democrat from Pennsylvania, 
said an w is compelled to dissent from the views of 
the pVaainant on the Kansas question, but his oppo- 
sition did not ari-e from his objection to slaverv. I,ut 
it was based on a foundation more plainly understood, 
rjitnelyf a violation of a declared princip'e in the 
Kansas-Nebraska act. To ask him to support the 
I^ecompton Constitution would l>e to insult mmL l>v 
casting a su-picion on his integrity. He might 
stand alone, but he would not (tart* w ith his free 
thoughts for a throne. He knew that different mo- 
tives would be attributed to him. If his conduct, 
bearing imtnedi itelv or remotely on Southern in- 
stitutions, should subject him to anathemas faom his 
Southern firends, so be it. The attempt made to 
force the Leconipton Constitution upon an unwilling 
people by force or fraud would induce him to resist 
it. He would grant to them the exerci-e of their 
rights iu their fullness, conferred by the pure law of 
liberty. This was a golden and constitutional rule, 
sound alike for both individuals and States. He 
strongly denounced the frauds and impositions upon 
the people of Kansas, slavery having l een fastened 
upon them ih bold defiance of their social rights. In 
alluding to the President's message, he said he al- 
ways knew that slavery was a peculiar institution, 
but never l>efore knew that it embraced all the do- 
mestic institutions on which, by the Kans-ts-Nebr.is- 
ka law, the people were to l>e perfectly free to act 
in their own way. The doctrine of popular sover- 
eignty is nat so popular as it was. It was formerly- 
supposed to mean something giving the people power 
over all their domestic institutions; but 1 ->*■. as the 
right by the President, it is to.be sweated down ti 
the contemptible dimensions as to whether they shall 
hold a negro in bonds or not. This is all the extent 
of popular sovereignty. The case, however, is 
worse. It is a false pretense. 

The question of slavery could not be voted upon, 
because the Lecompton constitution renders this im- 
possible, for the reason that it is declared that slave- 
ry shall not l>e interfered with as it now exists, and 
it now exists in Kansas just as firmly as in South 
Carolina. This was the first time he had learned 
that that was a free State where negroes and their 
issue are held as slaves, and where the institution 
shall not be disturbed. Were Democrats bound to 
support the Lecompton constitution merely because 
it has the Executive approbation? The Kansas Leg- 
islature never was a lawful body, and hence the acr* 
emanating from it were illegal. How had it occur- 
red that no Democratic officials were found strong 
enough to stand the atmosphere of Kansas? Three 
Democratic Governors had been successively sent 
thither, and all had returned telling the same storv. 

Mr. Sherman recapitulated the history of Kansas 
affaUs, and said that the free-State men there have 
done more by their courage to secure our institutions 
agains fraud and violence than any other people 
since the foundation of the government. If the en- 
deavor was made to force the Lecompton constitution 
upon them it must be by strength of arms, for every 
aspiration of liberty will be against such an attempt. 
The committee rose. Adjourned.

The great event of the session was the Grand Cos- 
tume Ball given by the memliers of the As emblv 
B ill Club at the Capitol H»tel last evening. It was 
certainly one cf the nio-t _'or :;.-i.ih ami brilliant en- 
tertainments of the kind ever witnessed in the West, 
attended as it was by the beauty Not onlv of our ow n 
but of the surrounding States. A description of this 
magtiitVreut affair — IM a .-ketch of it — would occu- 
py more space in your paper than K-telle would 
have a right to ask tor. but I cannot pass over a 
alight notice of some prominent spirits of the eve- 
ning, which I will give you in my letter of to-mor- 
row, knowing that as I send you the antaM proceed- 
ings of tne Convention herewith, you will have as 
much work as you will want to do "to-night. If any 
body is disappointed in not seeing a description 
nefore the time speciliea, I am very sure it will not 
be ««ny foreman, compositor, proof-reader, or any 
other attuhf of the Journal office. 

Very little of interest transpired either in the 
BaMM or Hema of Representatives to-day. The 
principsl topic in the Senate was the discus. ion of 
the House bill repealing the Normal school law. 
After a number of spirited remarks by different 
meml>er?, the Senate refused to concur in the pro- 
visions of the bill. So the Senate has refused to 
adopt the House bill and the House has refused to 
adopt the Senate bill. As tne Democracy by their 
representatives, in what is usually denomina'ted the 
I^>wer House, seem determined to massacree the 
Normal school, the Senate bill will doubtless pass 
that branch of the Legislature as soon as it comes 
Itefore them in the regular orders of the day. The 
only matters !>efore the Senate, aside from the sub- 
ject just mentioned, were strictly of a local and un- 
important character, except a bill offered by Mr. 
M illory, the chairman of the Committee on Agri- 
culture and Manufactures, requiring assessors to 
furnish statistical information in regard to the quali- 
tv and quantity of agricultural implements used in 
the various counties, with an amendment that the 
assessors should receive additional remuneration 
therefor. 

T he House to-day, whether from the effects of the 
American couv«ctiou yesterday or of the ball night, 
was in an exceedingly amiable humer, and passed 
various and sundry bills of local character aud also 
a bill, which elicited some little discussion, increas- 
ing the salaries of Judges of the Court of Appeals, 
and extending the length of time of the sessions of 
that !>ody. The bill was passed bv a large majori- 
ty— iver two thirds of the members voting for it. 

Another matter of importance before the House to- 
day was a bill to prevent by law the intermarriage 
of first cousins. It elicited a good deal of debate, 
and finally passed by a respectable majority. Those 
cousins who contemplate a nearer approximation ot 
consanguinity had better hurry up the cakes and 
parson. The law is proposed to take effect next 
January, but much may be done between now and 
then by an avoidance of that old scoundrel Pro- 
crastination, who, it is generally believed, at one pe- 
riod of his life stole a chronometer. My own opinion 
is that although these family conjunctions have never 
greatly benefited posterity, yet as posterity, so far 
I have been able to ascertain, has never done any 
thing for the benefit of this generation — has never 
died and left as anything — would it not be well 
enough for the Legislature to reflect about spending 
the people's money in legislation without the pros- 
pect of remuneration. 

A large number of persons who composed the im- 
mense and "inteuse" crowd of yesterday are still 
here, though a good many have left for their homes. 
"Americans" are still "on guard," and as an evi- 
dence that the Democracy are fearfully aware that 
Americanism is still alive, tbey again had the ver- 
itable Sam at the clerk's desk to day officiating in 
the absence of Major Helm, who was visited with 
another of those shaking pests of humanity. It 
seems truly that the Democracy, however much they 
mav abuse Sam, can't well get along without the oc- 
casional asaistance of that worthy individual. 

In your issue of to-day yon state that in the nom- 
ination for Clerk of the Court of Appeals Mr. Mc- 
Corkle received 9 and Mr. McGoodwin 5 votes. In 
justice to those gentlemen I rnu-t state that Mr. 
McCorkle was not present, but that when he was 
nominated his name was promptly withdrawn by a

The Con«ul-(ieneral and 
his family have tbe rLt.t to buy direct from the sel- 
ler, and piy him in Japanese coin; and he is not 
bound, in relation to penetrating the interior, bv the 
limit of seven Ri, or miles. The spies are all sent 
back to Jeddo; free access is allowed to all shops and 
h.>u-e-; and no policemen follow us any more. We 
have fair prospects of settling many other matters. 

An amusing letter, signed H. G. J. II.. in the In- 
quirer, dated Simoda, Sept. 12, 1857, say*: 

The San Jacinto left here oa the 3d of September 
last. In Octot>er the Dutch steam frigate Medusa 
and the General Pierce visited this port. A typhoon 
also occurred altout the same time, which handled 
us rather roighly, shook the old temple about our 
ears, threw the whole Cofosho down, smashed all the 
lacker ware, and covered the beach between Simoda 
and Kakizaki with junks, of which not a siugle one 
in the baror escaped. In November we had 
Russian corvete Olivouza here.

In April we got out of lard; in May got out of 
shoes in June out of butter; in July out of bread, 
oil, and tnnney, and in Augusta out of patience. 

At last a vessel hove in sight from the signal sta- 
tion: like a hunted deer I umndvd over mountain 
and dale, through j jn^le and pustu-e ground, to get 
a view of tbe darling ship that was going to link me 
again to civilization; and, would you believe it, in- 
stead of eat* ring the harbor she disappeared — she 
left us. Ii was a whaler, looking for whales. Why 
did she not look for Consuls General and isolated 
Secretarie. i I never cared about whalers; but now 
I uot 01.l v dislike them, but I detest them; and if the 
man in the crow's nest could have seen me foaming 
with wrath and swearirg vengeance to all mankind 
in general, and to whalers in particular, he certain- 
ly would have exclaimed— "There she blows." 

On the third of this month we got a package of 
letters arid newspapers, the first we have received 
since leaving America in 1855. They were brought 
bv the U. S. frigate Portsmouth, by which this re- 
ply was sent, and which left Simoda September 12ih.

"To the Editor of the Herald: 

"Chicago, Jan. 20, 1858. 

"The papers of this city have continually harped 
through the present crisis that Chicago has had less 
failures than any other city in the Union, The rea- 
son is easily explained. I had occasion to try to 
collect a judgment to day of a merchant. I found 
his whole stuck recorded under a chattel mortgage 
in the clerk's office. The number of chattel mort- 
gages recorded up to to-day is 96,330 (ninety-six 
thousand three hundred and thirty). Over 4,000 of 
them have l»een placed there within less than three 
months, and some of them contain inventories of 
whole stocks, making twenty pages of the record. 
Judgments seem to do no good, for near ail levies 
are replevined. Tuere are now over 6,000 cases in 
suit in this county, from the United States Court 
down.

0..e of our war steamers has captured another 
si iver, but thi- time it turns out to be a Spanish 
bark.

Among 
ti e distingub.htd victims are Dona An'or-io Rubio 
de Campuzaro, wife of the Intendente. Her illness 
lasted about four days only. Among those who fol- 
lowed her to her last resting place was the young 
Count Viilanueva, tbe only son and heir of the cele- 
brated Cuban financier, Piniilos. Oa his return 
rom the cemetery he was taken tick, and notwith- 
standing all that' medical science could do for him 
he died on Saturday and was buried yesterday, one 
week exactly from the time he accompanied his 
wife's friend "to the grave. 

The death of young Villaneuva has caused a pro- 
found sensation in the community, where be was 
much beloved by all classes. He was only twenty- 
five years old, and tbe sole heir and inheritor to the 
princely fortune amassed by his father. The title 
passes "into the family of the Marquis de Aguas de 
Claras, between whom and the old Count Villinueva 
there existed a deadly enmity, owing to the Marquis 
marrying the Count's only sister. The Count's sole 
objection to the rich Marq'uis's alliance with his si- 
ter was grounded on the fact tdat the Marquis was 
not pure blooded. 

Money, however, smoothed the road to fortune for 
the young millionaire, and the Queen of Spain pro- 
rouncen him white, and gave him the title of Aguas 
Claras, Anglice pure waters, vulgarly translated by 
the Habaneros "dirty waters." The wheel of for- 
tune turned rapidly.' Viilanueva died suddenly in 
Madrid, his amiable and virtuous wife has gone 
blind, and the only son of the haughty aU mm died 
of the loa hsome small-pox, and the title has passed 
in'o the hand* of his detested enemy. Such is the 
destiny of man! If the old gentleman were alive, 
I am sure he would renounce the title in favor of the 
State rather than see it pass into the hands of one 
who has been publicly accused of springing fiom 
African origin. The lesson is an instructive ore for 
such as place a name above the p-rsonal ni'-rits. 
The funeral was not very numcouslv attended, his 
friends being afraid to exj>ose them elves to the con- 
tagion. 

Matrimonial Infelicity — Thtre is a curious 
difficulty now in progress in one of our colored 
churches, tbe facts of which we give as nearly as we 
can from a somewhat roundaliout hearsay. Two 
memliers of the church — man and w ifp — are so un- 
fortunate as to live unhappily. Tne husband — 
whether under Othello-pangs of jealousy or simply 
because he was worried by a colored Xantippe— 
found his life £0 uncomfortable that be resolved to 
take some means to rid himself of his conjugalities, 
and be once more a man and a brother, but not a 
husband. There lieing no Jo. Biegler at hand to 
whom he might apply for "a cup of cold pisen." 
and having a distaste for any of the more 
vulgar means of divorce, such us are said to be 
prevalent in R<>chester, tbe "cullud pu->son" in 
question falls back on the Fugitive Slave Law as a 
resource. His wife was a fugitive who cune here 
by underground railroad — he wished she had staid 
underground— and so he writes to her master down 
South, imploring him to come North, prove pro^. ar- 
ty, pay charges, and take his helpmate back to 
chains and slavery. The fact leaked out, and the 
matter is now dividing the church. We learn that 
a portion of the elders think that this remanding 
bis wife back to slavery was not just the fair thing, 
while others look upon it as justifiable. They argue 
that tbe husband may have suffered so severely 
under the l>onds of wedlock, that the bonds of 
slavery would be no more than a sufficient puni-h- 
ment lor tbe wife. There the matter stands. 1'he 
church is divided and distracted, and where it is to 
end nobody can tell — Huffido Commercial. 

A Street In Ijmdon. — There is a little street in the 
city of London, running off from one of its greatest 
thorough ares, and filled all day with the thunder of 
wheel and hoof, wherein, although business of large 
firms is carried on almost in every house, no cab or 
cart can pass another, so broad is the pavement, and 
so narrow is the roadway. The hou.-es are so tall 
that the slant rays of the sun can never reach down 
to their lower stories; and at high noonday so much 
do they overhang with their huge pent-houses, from 
beneath which the cranes haul their mighty burdens 
from below, that there is very little light in Blank 
street even then. Dark and hideous enough it is 
throughout tbe w inter time; the very snow Ijefoie 
it reaches the footway, is black and "rotten looking, 
and indeed can scarcely be said to fall at all, hut 
drops down in a half-melted stat2 from the project- 
ing eaves upon the passenger by dav, and in the 
night time keeps awake light sleepers with its mo- 
notonous thud. Nor do the many shadows in Blank 
street keep it cool in summer time, for the air itself 
can scarcely rind there any room to stir; a very un- 
pleasant place of residence, upon the whole", for 
twelvemonth after twelvemonth of existence; and 
for all the hurry of commerce and throng of popula- 
tion about it exceedingly resembling being buried 
alive.— Dublin Univerttty Magazine.

A ROYAL WntDtnaQ —It is eighteen years siuce 
the heart of John Bull was Baftdti happy "by a royal 
wedding, though during that time he has' had the 
feliciry of asj ylng a g. od many royal dwitfaafafs, 
Rut day before yesterday all England was made 
merry by the w : edding "of one of the royal family, 
the l'rincess lioyal having l>een betroihed to the 
heir of the throne of Pruss'a. and the eldest daugh- 
ter of Queen Victoria will, in time, be her-elf a 
Qjetn. The marriage of the Princess lioyal to a 
Prussian Prince is regarded as a most auspicious 
event, considered only in its political consequences; 
hut it is said in other respects to be a happy union, 
and altogether one of choice and affection on the 
part of the young people, who have, doubtless, as 
soft and susceptible hearts as the children of far- 
mers or mercha-.ts. 

The happy event was brilliantly celebrated in 
Washington by a bal' given in honor of the occa- 
sion by Lord Napier, the British Ambassador, and 
the Koval nuptials were censecrat* d by right hearty 
Republican dancing at the Capitol of our own na- 
tion, and in every part of the world last night. 
From the marble palace of Delhi to the banks of 
the St. Lawrence, the sound Off revt lry was heard in 
commemoration of the happy event. Though it is 
only tbe marriage of a young couple who have 
formed an attachment for each other, and who first 
exchanged their vows in the Scottish Highlands, yet 
the event is one of great importance to all the civil- 
ized world. England and Prussia, tbe two great 
Protestant nations of Europe, are by this marriage 
made more strongly than ever allies, and hereafter 
the counsels of Great Britain w ill doubtless have 
the same force in Prussia that the counsels of Rus.-ia 
have done heretofore. 

If England should ever again find I erself at war 
with tbe Czar, Pru«sia will not remain, as she did 
during tbe late war, in a neutral position. The 
marriage of tbe Princess Royal of England, there- 
fore, with the Prince of Prussa, is an event of more 
importance to the world than mo^t Royal marriages 
have l>een, and we offer our hearty congratulations 
to our C>usin Bull on the happy eveut, and trust 
the auspicious occasion will prove as happy in its 
consequences as he has good reasons for anticipating 
it will be. — .V. 1'. Tunes.
